The subject of a Convention was discussed 
by his colleague [Mr. Glover] and himself before the peo- 
ple last summer, nnd some excitement in its favor was 
manifested amongst tbe people of the city of Louisville, 
insomuch as that, whilst a candidate, he was constrained 
to agree to vote for such a bill as was now be lire the 
House. That pledge he gave in writing; and now, upon 
this floor, he cheerfully made the avowal of his disposition 
and determination to redeem it. 

Mr. AN 1 HON Y projiosed to amend by striking out 
the fourth section, which provides that the public pnnter 
liirnisli .)0 | )ll copies of this act for distribution among tbe 
counties, icc. 

Air. E. SMI I H thought, it the act passed, it was de- 
sirable that it should be extensively read. He bad copied 
that section from an old hill for the same object. B it if 
gentlemch thought the number of copies too great, he 
was willing to amendment in that respect. 

Air. IIARL.\X saw no necessity for incurring expends 
on this account. Il the bill passed, gentlemen candidates 
would, of course, inform the people sufficiently of its char- 
acter and provisions fr>m the stump. 

The amendment was then adopted. 

Air. DALLAM. By what he was ahvut to propose, he 
would not commit himself in favor of the bill. Indeed, 
as at present advised, he vns not favorable to its pas- 
sage. He, however, held himself open to conviction on 
the subject; and if. in the course of the discussion of the 
bill, his mind should be changed, he would be at liberty 
to act accordingly. It was expedient, at all event*, that 
the phraseology of the bill should be as proper and correct 
as the House could make it ; and tor that purpose be would 
propose several amendments: 

W liich amendments were severally r.-a.l bv the Clerk, 
and accepted bv tbe gentleman from li’S-kcaMle. 

Air. It. I . BOW LING had hoped Hint gentlemen of 
m ire experience would address the House. But, not- 
withstanding his youth and diffidence, lie was constrained 
to signify h.s opiwsition to the bill. He regarded it a* a 
blow aimed at the very foundations of our institutions. 
He was iinroiiiinitte.i on the subject, and did not fear to 
express hi« sentiments in regard to it. He conceded the 
existence of defects in the present Constitution ; but uo 
Constitution, no law of human enactment was perfect. 
In the present case he feared for the consequences of the 
remedy more than for the evils sought to be removed. 
The object was tostrike at the Judiciary — and that would 
be to tear away the great bulwark of our rights, and to 
demolish the proudest monument of the wisdom of our 
ancestors. If corruptions and mal-prnctices existed in 
this department, the means of redress were provided, Ac. 
Air. B. continued for a few minutes speaking rapidly in a 
similar strain, and a I vert ing lo the slavery of the Stale 
as one of the secret objects against which the measure 
was directed, and took his seat with the remark that he 
had stood up more with the object to elicit discussion than 
to occupy lhe time himself. 

Air. ROOT said he was compelled to address the House 
by a sense of the duty which he owed to his constituents. 
Probably seven-eighths of the voters in Campbell county 
were in favor of amending the Constitution ; and desired 
that nn act should lie now passed, referring the question 
to a vote of the people. 

The State Constitution was established in 1702. Fifty- 
four years, with all the lights an 1 improvements which 
they have developed, have since passed over us, and yet 
we are told that it would be dangerous to our liberties to 
have those hallowed principles which are at the base of 
our institutions, now referred hack again tothe source of 
all legitimate human authority. Such fear? might be giv- 
en out here; but he would like to see the man that would 
go into his own county nnd tell the people to their fare, | 
that it would be dangerous to refer a constitutional ques- 
tion to the source of all political power. 

The people had a right to demand a Republican form of 
government, and he would ask gentlemen to tell the dif- 
ference between some of the forms of our State govern- 
ment, and those of a similar character which exist in the 
monarchies of the old world. Tueir offices are held only i 
for life, and ours are only for life. 

It was alleged that corruptions and abuses had crept 
into the body politic, so as to intercept the just admin is- 1 
tration of the laws. Such matters he conceived to be re- | 
ferable to the fact, that, in many cases under our present 
Constitution, when men get once fairly seated in office, ■ 
they feel that they may ride on the necks of tbe people 
until theycominit some flagrant act in violation of the con- 
ceded and established rights and usages of social life. This 
was a grievous bn then ; and the language of complaint 
was heard against it throughout the l ommouwealth. And 
there are our County Courts — a self-created an I irrespon- 
sible body — a system, like the perpetual motion, which 
receives propulsion from no foreign source. These Jus- 
tices appoint their own successors, and if they chose to 
do so, they could hold on for life. And was it not an al- 
most universal cry, that they were often sadly inefficient 
and unfaithful. In many cases, as it might suit their hu- 
mor or their interest, they would utterly refuse to attend 
to business. When a poor man would come to seek an 
officer, and desire him to attend lo a small collection, if it 
did not suit his humor lo proceed, he would draw himself 
up into the folds of his official dignity, and tell him, sir, I 
cannot be disturbed, I have no time now to be occupied 
with your affairs. And so the halls of justice were fre- 
quently closed against the citizen when he rapped at his 
gates. ( I 

Air. R. felt bound to notice one question which he di«- 1 
liked even to name, but it had been thrust into the discus- 
sion as one which was likely to be used as the chief objec- 
tion to the bill. He referred to the slavery question. 
There existed a sort of aristocracy of office, out of which 
had grown up a class of men of the ancient regime, who 
were determined to hold up this question as a kind of bug- 
bear and scare-crow over our heads. But what, he would 1 
ask, had the abolitionists to do with the Constitution of 
Kentucky? What could they do? when the people had 
spoken definitely upon the subject, and said to them, tons 
largo, and no farther. 

Similar oblections to those w.iich were urged against 
this bill, were urged in the times of the revolution against 
those heroes who rendered themselves illustrious by carv- 
ing out our present republican system, when they burned 
with the desire to pul) down those ancient forms of mon- 
archy. Sir, should we st II adhere to tbe few principles 
of latent king-craft vet lingering in the Constitution, tor 
fear of danger from innovation? No sir. this very prin- 
ciple would have kept these States in colonial vassalage 
to this day. But for th.s principle to throw oil and ex- 
purgate from our institutions whatever may grow up in 
them that is manifestly wrong, our beloved laud would 
still have supported the revenues and endured the oppres- 
sions of tbe British crown : and it was upon this princi- 
ple that the people still held the right to sav whether their 
form of government pleased them or not. Air. R. would 
ask now for the objectors to the bill to come forward. He 
would ask such a represenative to rise in his place and 
Jet his declaration go forth, that he would be afraid to 
trust this question of a convention to the hands of his 
constituents. Let him allow the people to know that 
their representative here is alraid to refer these constitu- 
tional questions tothe foundation and source of all politi- 
cal power, (for that, at last, was the only argument that 
could be found against the bill) and then let him set down 
and calculate the chances of occupying his place again. 

Air. R. would not consume time to look at the defects of 
the existing Constitution, and the lax-administration of 
justice in the judicial department under it. But he 
would have instituted in this department such a thorougii 
reform, as that the citizen would have hardly time to (lash 
the dust from his b*et while he waited for the award, ol 
justice. When those who were charged with the execu- 
tion of the laws should be made subject to tbe people, the 
government would assume a new life and energy, nnd pur- 
ity would be the order of the day. 

There were magistrates to his knowledge in some por- 
tion of the State, whose qualifications extended little be- 
yond the ability to read and write, who were constantly 
placing themselves above their neighbors for the purpose 
of oppression ; because they knew they were constitution- 
al officers and could not be reached; and that was really 
true. A Justice of the Peace could not be broken in 
this Commonwealth. There was not a man in the House 
that had wealth enough to break one of them trom his 
office, unless he would break his neck. [A laugh.]

j Gov. Cass. — T he General lias given a new exam- 
ple of the impolicy of eagerness, and of pulling the 
j pear before it was ripe. His late “War Speech” 
has diffused undissembled disgust among many 
even ol bis own party. If he had any prospect of 
the Presidency before, it is now clearly defunct.

Presidents 
now-a-days are not made in the Capitol on the Hill 
in Washington. Gen. Cass would have done better 
in Michigan, weeding his garden, and trimming his

SHEEP AND DOGS. 

Mr. Collins: — U pon a recent visit to the coun- 
try I heard very serious complaints made by the 
farmers, in various quarters, of the destruction of 
their s ,cep bv dogs. A great many of them have 
suflerc 1 heavy 1 isses in this way. particularly in 
the neighborhood of Mavslick. You have done 
right in calling public attention to the subject. Now 
that the members of the Legislature are in session 
it ought to be brought home to them. Some effec- 
tive law should he passed to arrest the evil. For 
it has aim >st coine to the pass when the question 
must be decided, whether the raising of sheep shall 
be stopped or the number of dogs greatly diminish- 
ed. Surely, if there is to he a sacrifice of either, 
it should he the dogs. 

The State piya a premium for wolf-scalps, be- 
cause of the ravages of that animal among the 
sheep. There are fifty sheep killed hv dog< where 
there is one by wolves. And yet nothing is done 
to prevent it. in Ohio sheep are exempted from 
tax&’ion, in order to enconrnge their growth. It 
our Legislature can do nothing else it should cer- 
tainly clear out all encumbrances to their growth. 
Let this he done by limiting the number of dogs 
which eacli farmer may have upon his place, to a 
certain nurnlier, (! think one would be enough.) 
and imposing a heavy tax upon all overthal number. 
Such a law, if properly executed, would have a very 
considerable tendency to stop the evil, and would 
give genenl satisfaction. Some persons think this 
is a master of no c msequence. R it if they were 
farmers, an I for two or three nights in succession 
should 1 1 ‘S'* some dozen or two of their line-t sheep,

New Engine of War. — W e find the following in 
the Baltimore American of the 30ih : 

Wc copied a paragraph from the New* York Sun 
a day or two ago, stating that a gentleman of thai 
city had invented a powerful engine for harbor de- 
fence.

The South Carolina Famine. — With every suc- 
ceeding week the accounts from South Carolina, of 
the extent to which the provision crops of that 
State have been destroyed by the droughts of last 
season, become more alarming. The first and im- 
mediate effects which it has produced lias been tiic 
hasty emigration of those whose necessities were 
stronger tint) the ties which bound them to their 
j hearths. From the district of Spartanburg alone it 
is ascertained that upwards of two thousand per- 
j sons hive lied from the destitution which awaited 
I them, to seek in the West some means of support. 

. The condition of those who remain may be conceiv- 
ed, when it is known that in t he whole district not 
more than one-sixth of the usual provision has been 
mule, while in many neighborhoods there are entire 
fields which have produced scarcely a single ear of 
corn. In this calamity several of the adjoining dis- 
tricts have shared, and, though perhaps not to the 
same extent, yet so great is the destitution that 
they are unable to provide fur the sufferers among 
themselves, much less for those in other districts.

“Thf. Barr-Footf.o Printer Boy.” — The Pitts- 
burgh Morning Ariel, under this caption, gives a 
short history of a distinguished citizen of Pennsyl- 
vania. as follows : 

Some thirty years ago, a hare-footed boy fl ated 
down the Susquehanna river on an humble raft, and 
arrived at Harrisburg. Penn. He came from the 
North and belonged to a large family, with all his 
wordly goods tied up in a little pocket handkerchief; 
he sought and obtained employment in a printing 
O lice as an apprentice. From an apprentice to a 
journeyman, from a journeyman to .a reporter, then 
an editor, the hire-footed printer boy worked his 
way agnin>t obstacles which tho struggling poor 
only know. The persevering follower in Franklin’s 
steps began to realize the fruits of his patient toil 
a id privation. The young aspirant became Printer 
to the State, and by Irogil management was soot, 
e iabled to accomplish the object nearest to his heart 
— the establishment of his mother in a home above 
want — in the possession of every comfort she could 
desire. 

II s brothers next were his carp, and like Napo- 
'eoi, lie had a strong arm with which to aid them — 
an indomitable perseverance that nothing could long 
succesfullv obstruct. In a few years, they too with 
his sisters, were independent of the world — the once 
bare-footed printer boy was in possession of nfllu- 
ence, surrounded by a voting and affectionate fami- 
Iv. He did not stop here. He was the friend of the 
friendless, the patron of merit, and the encourager 
of industry. He rose in honor and in office, until 
the poor bare-footed printer boy, who entered a 
pr.uting office in Harrisburg, hungry and weary, 
laid down Ins little bundle on a pile of wet paper, 
arid asked to become a printer’s apprentice, was 
e'ec'ed Senator in Congress ! That man is Simon 
Cameron, of Pennsylvania.

IIis high standing in Congress is the 
strongest illustration of the tendency of our itisti- 
utions that I know of. Native mind .and labor, aided 
by the opportunities which are at the command of 
every citizen, have made him what he is.
